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AUTOMATION and EDUCATION 

by Terry Campbell (M.S.T.A. Area Runner-up) 


Automation—the technique of making a process 
or system automatic. Education—discipline of mind 
through study or instruction. This is a brief sum¬ 
mary of my topic for today—the problems involved 
when automation meets education. 

It was once said that there is never a change 
to the new without disruption of the old, and this 
changeover promises to alter our leisure, our job 
training, our education, more profoundly than any¬ 
thing in our experience. 

However the story does not begin nor end here. 
To make full use of the capabilities of automation, 
we must strive to obtain a better, more complete, 
and more specialized system of education, for with¬ 
out education and training, automation has no ful¬ 
fillment. 

This fact struck home to me when I began to 
mull over ideas for this speech. I realized then 
that I too could be greatly affected by automation. 
What will happen if, after a total of 21 years 
schooling, I find that a scientist has developed a 
machine which can do my job more efficiently? Am 
I to be obsolete at 27? To find an answer to this 
question was not easy. I had to do some research 
and deep thinking before I arrived at a satisfactory 
answer. 

The first question I asked myself was — why has 
there been such an upsurge of automation? Possibly 
the main reason is the cold war. The search for new 
weapons for defence and warning and now the space 
race is continued with wartime urgency. This need 
has spawned vast new industries employing thou¬ 
sands of scientists, engineers, and technicians. These 
industries produce only one main product-change. 

Another reason for the switch too is the desire 
for the fulfillment of man’s old dream—abundance 
for all and the banishment of poverty. Perhaps a 
more selfish outlook would be that man has a wish 
for a higher standard of living and that he will go to 
any lengths to ensure himself an easier life with more 
leisure time. Nevertheless, it is safe to say that 
automation has decreased the work week and is 
responsible for more advanced products. Without 
the aid of automation, many of the things we accept 
without question, such as cars, television, and radio 
would never have come into the prominence they 
enjoy today. 

However, with this great change to automation, 
comes a change in the employer-employee relation¬ 
ship. Instead of the man looking for the job, the 
job now looks for the man. For example, an avia¬ 
tion firm in Southern California scoured one hund¬ 
red and twenty-five universities last year but could 


obtain only about one-third of the fifteen hundred 
professional men it needed. But the same company 
last year also turned away 137,000 job applicants 
who lacked the required education or skills. Thus, 
the need for a new type of worker, halfway be¬ 
tween the old unskilled labourer and the college 
graduate is emerging, and the best way to ensure 
a steady supply of this type of worker is through 
a stepped - up educational system. 

Actually, there are three main ways by which 
education can help solve the automation system. 
The first is retraining. The want ads teem with 
urgent appeals for engineers, for fibre technologists, 
for opticists, data systems analysts, and program¬ 
mers. But what use are these to a man who knows 
only welding? Thus it is the responsibility, yes and 
the duty, of industry to retrain its employees to 
meet the growing demands of automation. If indus¬ 
try can successfully carry out its parts of the edu¬ 
cation of new workers, then some of the stress on 
the unemployment offices will be relieved.' 

However, the cruelest burden of all is being 
visited on a segment of the young—those people 
aged sixteen to twenty-one who dropped out before 
they finished high school Uneducated and untrained, 
they are increasing the people nobody wants. 
Perhaps if the schools they attended had had more 
technical training courses, these people could have 
become useful, independent citzens. Thus we 
come to the second demand placed on education. 
It must provide a high school system which will 
allow us to turn out those supporting technicians 
who are so urgently needed. If the high school 
system can supply these workers, then it too will 
have done its in overcoming the unemployment 
created by automation. 

Finally, the third media of education which can 
further the fulfillment of automation is the univer¬ 
sity level. In the future, we can look for more 
graduate engineers and scientists than graduates from 
the humanities and arts faculties. These scientific 
graduates will find open arms awaiting them to 
carry out the ideals of automation. 

Thus, from all these points, I conclude that no 
one should really fear automation as long as there 
is education to counteract the balance. Although 
the old Industrial Revolution took some one hun¬ 
dred fifty years to reach its fulfillment, it eventually 
provided more jobs than it destroyed. Men were 
able to cope with it through education and training. 
So it is today with automation. Just give it time, 
and remember that automation is a movement and 
not a condition, and education a voyage and not 
a harbour.
